This design doesn’t use 
a full skein of each colour, so you’ll have 
plenty left over for other designs - maybe a 
pair of matching mitts, or a bag. 



With CCl and 3.25mm needles, cast on 150 
sts using the long tail cast on method. Join to 
work in the rnd, being careful not to twist.

Change to MC, and work in 1x1 rib for 4cm. 

Increase Rnd: K5, *M1, klO; rep from

Switch to 4mm needles and begin working 
Colour Pop Chart. Which is repeated 5 times 
each rnd. The CC2 sts are recommended to 
be added at the finishing stage using 
duplicate stitch. When working the hat, knit 
these stitches in whichever colour (MC or 
CCl) feels more appropriate. This is likely to 
be MC for the flower centres, and CCl in the 



decrease lines. 

When you come to Rnd 16, knit the first four 
repeats as normal. Work the fifth repeat as 
described until 4 sts remain. PM to mark new 
beginning of rnd. Cont working from rnd 17 of 
chart, removing previous marker. 

When your work becomes too small for your 
circular needle, switch to DPNs. 

After completing the Colour Pop Chart, 

5 sts remain. Break yarn and draw tail 
through rem sts, pull tight, and fasten. 

Finishing: Using a darning needle, add the 
orange accents using duplicate stitch. 
Duplicate stitch is used to avoid the need to 
carry three yarns at once, which can make 
stranded knitting cumbersome and bulky. 

Wet block the hat over a medium to large 
dinner plate. Pass a length of waste yarn 
through the work at the intersection of ribbing 
and colourwork. Pull this fairly tight and 
secure. This prevents the brim from 
stretching out whilst blocking.

On the next WS row, knit a row to form a 
folding line.

RS rows: Kl, work chart 3 (4) times, kl.

Using MC2 (MCI) knit 2 rows (folding line). 
With MC2 (MCI) only, work 24 cm in St st.

To use buttons or not.? 

If you have a rather plump cushion pad, the 
back may gape a little - if this is so, the 
cover can be buttoned to close this gap. If 
you haven't bought your cushion pad before 
you cast on, I recommend working the 
buttonhole row just in case, and ensure that 
this flap is beneath the other once sewn up. 




Finishing: Block as below. The backs will 
overlap. Using mattress stitch, first seam 
the back, which you want to be uppermost. 
Then seam the other back, taking the 
overlap under and sewing it to the line of 
stitches that protrudes from the mattress 
stitch seam of the uppermost back. 

Worked in 3 pieces, crocheted joining edge: 

Front 

With MC2 (MCI), cast on 77 (78) sts. 

RS Rows: Kl, work chart 3 (4) times, kl. 
WS Rows: PI, work chart 3 (4) times, pi. 
Work in pattern as set until 3 (4) repeats of 
the chart have been worked. 

Turn work and with MC2 (MCI) knit 1 row. 
Cast off all sts. 



Back (make 2) 

With MC2 (MCI), cast on 77 (78) sts. 

Knit 4 rows, work buttonhole row if you are 
using buttons, then work in St st until work 
measures 25cm from cast on edge.

If required, buttons can then be sewn to the 
underside of the upper flap, so they will not 
show when the cushion is buttoned. 

To use bobbins or not? 

Personally, I prefer not to, rather, 1 let the 
strands dangle then gently pull them out of 
any tangle that forms.

If using button closure, only work 
buttonhole row on one back. If not using 
button closure sinnply omit buttonhole row. 
Block all pieces. Pin together and crochet 
edges to join. I used a double crochet in 
each stitch, and every other row, you may 
have to adjust this rate if your crochet 
doesn't lie flat. 

Optional buttonhole row: KIO, [yo, k2tog, 
kl2] four times, yo, k2tog, knit 
remaining sts. 



Finishing: Block by soaking then laying out 
flat to dry. This will allow the yarn to bloom 
and the fabric become more cohesive. 




(ie any small holes may shrink or disappear!) 
Ensure all ends are tied off and/or sewn in.

Embroidery 

I used the contrasting yarn and simple 
embroidery stitches (running stitch for 
the mouth, cross stitch for the eyes, and 
lazy daisy stitch and buttonhole stitch 
wheels for the aprons) to embellish my 
Russian dolls, but get as creative as you 
can - how about buttons or sequins, 
or more finely detailed embroidery 
with floss? ^ ‘ 



I opt for speed and sanity when it comes 
to finishing intarsia, particularly for 
cushion covers where no-one will see the 
wrong side! When joining a new yarn 1 
simply use a weaver's knot as follows: 

1. Knit last stitch in previous colour. 
Make slip knot in next colour, with a 
small as possible tail. Thread the

Row 35: K2, yo, k2tog, k7, k2tog, yo, k2. 

Row 36: Knit.** 

Creating the pull-through loop: 

With RS facing: *K1, sll to DPN or spare 
needle and hold to back; rep 
from * to last st, kl. You will 
now have 8 sts on working 
needle and 7 sts on hold. 

Turn work so WS is facing: Knit 12 rows.

Grafting garter stitch: 

Holding the two sets of stitches parallel, insert the needle into the first stitch on the front 
needle as if to purl and then into the first stitch on the back needle as if to purl again. You 
only do this step once. *lnsert needle into first stitch on front needle as if to knit and slip 
it off, insert needle purlwise into second stitch and pull the yarn through. Insert needle 
knitwise into first stitch on back needle and slip it off, insert needle Into next stitch as if to 
purl and pull yarn through.* Repeat from * to * to the end skipping the instructions for the 
second stitch on the needle when you reach the final two stitches. This will create a garter 
stitch ridge and almost invisible join 
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approximately half your neck measurement 
ending on an even number of ro\Ns) then 
transfer these 9 sts to DPNs/cable needle 
and put to one side. Cut yarn leaving a 
20cm tail. 

Second half of the Ascot: 

Work as for first half from to 
Knit 10 rows. 

Rep from * * * to * * * . 

Knit 29 rows (or until the 9 st section is 
approximately half your neck measurement 
ending on an odd number of rows). 



With WS together, using the garter stitch 
version of the kitchener stitch, graft the two 
ends together.

Finishing: 

Tie off and trim all loose ends. Your square 

will appear slightly misshapen so it’s 

essential to block each square to 11cm 

square. Simply pin each square to a cushion 



or ironing board so that both pieces measure 
11cm square. Spray them with water, then 
leave to dry completely. 

For pin cushion: Place pieces together with 
RS facing and wrong sides together. Sew the 
seams with a mattress stitch until 34cm of 
seam remains. Fill firmly with toy filling then 
stitch remaining seam. 

For needie case: Place the front and back 
pieces together with RS facing and WS 
together. Stitch the left-hand seam using 
mattress stitch or your preferred seaming 
method.

Finishing: Block fairly strenuously to the 
measurements provided in the schematic to 
open up the lace pattern. You want to be 
careful not to overstretch any weak points in 
the yarn so they snap, but you should be able 
to put the scarf under enough tension to 
enable you to 'pluck' the yarn. 

Use blocking wires if at all possible, carefully 
threading them through the eyelet columns 
closest to each side of the scarf. The ends of 
the scarf can either be blocked flat using 
blocking wires, or pinned into points, pinning 
at the base of each zigzag. Weave in ends.

DESIGNED TO BE warm and snuggly but 
still stylish, this chunky hat can be knit up 
in no time. The most difficult parts are the 
cast on and grafting of the brim, but if you 
want an easy option, you can cast on and 
cast off as normal and then just stitch the 
ends together. It won’t look quite as neat, 
but it will be Just as warm. 



Brim 

Cast on 24 (30, 32, 36) sts using figure 8, 
Judy’s Magic cast on, or similar. PM to mark 
beg of rnd. 

Work in St st or cable pattern until work 
measures 45 (56, 56, 66) cm from cast on. 
Graft stitches together using Kitchener Stitch. 
With cast on end outermost, overlap short 
ends, of work by 2.5 (3, 3, 3) cm to form 
brim and sew in place. 



Crown 

With outer side of brim facing, PU and k66 




(77, 77, 88) sts through the uppermost 
loops of the sts along top fold of brim. 

PM to mark beg of rnd. 

Rnd 1: *Kfb; rep from * to end or rnd. 

132 (154, 154, 176) sts 
Knit 4 (4, 8,12) rnds. 

Next Rnd: *K9, k2tog; rep from * to end 
of rnd. 

Next Rnd: *K8, k2tog; rep from * to end 
of rnd. 

Next Rnd: *K7, k2tog; rep from * to end 
of rnd. 

Continue decreasing in this fashion until 
12 (14, 14, 16) sts remain. 

Next Rnd: *K2tog; rep from * to end of 
rnd. 6 (7, 7, 8) sts 

Break yarn and draw tail through rem sts, 
pull tight, and fasten. 

Finishing: Position buttons on overlapped 
section of brim and sew in place (for baby 
and toddler sizes ensure buttons are too 
large to present a choking hazard and sew 
very securely, or omit them). 

Weave in loose ends and block.

You could 
put your own stamp on the faux-button closure by using an

rep from * until 2 sts remain, k2. 
Rep Rows 1-4 until heel flap measures 
approximately 6.3cm, ending with a WS row. 

Turn heel 

Row 1 (RS): Sll wyib, kl7 (19, 21), ssk, 
kl, turn 

Row 2: Sll wyif, p6, p2tog, pi, turn. 

Row 3: Sll wyib, knit to 1 st before gap, 

ssk, kl, turn. 

Row 4: Sll wyif, p to 1 st before gap,

Gusset 

Set-up Rnd: Sll, kl8 (20, 22), PU and kl ■ 
in each slipped stitch along 
edge of heel flap. Continue in 
pattern as set on instep sts, PM 
for left side of foot, PU and kl 
in each slipped stitch along 
edge of heel flap, work to end of 
rnd (you should be back at beg 
of instep.) 

Rnd 1: Work in pattern to marker, ssk,
